SUBJECT: LAW OF THE SEA: EVENSEN CONSULTATIONS IN GENEVA

1 . FRANCISCO ORREGO, PROFESSOR OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 

AND GOC LOS EXPERT, IS TRAVELLING TO GENEVA END OF WEEK TO REPRESENT 
CHILE IN EVENSEN GROUP CONSULTATIONS, ALONG WITH FERNANDO ZEGERS, 
CHILEAN LOS EXPERT ASSIGNED TO THEIR MISSION IN GENEVA. ORREGO'S 
COMMENTS TO EMBOFF FEBRUARY 22 WERE CONSISTANT WITH REFTEL. 

2. ORREGO WAS PLEASED WITH APPOINTMENT OF ELLIOT RICHARDSON TO HEAD 
US DELEGATION. HE SAID IT SHOWED THE IMPORTANCE THE USG ATTACHES TO 
THE SUBJECT, AND HOPED IT INDICATED THAT THE US DELEGATION 

WOULD BE ABLE TO SPEAK MORE AUTHORITATIVELY THAN IN THE PAST, 

WHEN AGREEMENTS MADE BY US REPS SOMETIMES WERE LOST IN SUBSEQUENT 
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INTERAGENCY INFIGHTING. APPARENTLY REFLECTING CHILEAN CONSULTATIONS 
WITH GROUP OF 77. ORREGO SAID G-77 ENTERS GENEVA MEETING WITH 
OPTIMISM. THEY HAVE THE IMPRESSION THE US WILL BE MORE FLEXIBLE, 

AND THAT PRESENCE OF EVENSEN WILL FACILITATE USEFULNESS OF 
DISCUSSIONS. ORREGO HOPED MOMENTUM COULD BE ESTABLISHED IN GENEVA 
THAT WOULD CARRY OVER INTO MAY MEETING IN NEW YORK. 
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3. ON THE GENERAL GOC POSITION, ORREGO SAID THAT WITH SOME GIVE 
BY THE US AND COASTAL STATES GROUP IT SHOULD BE POSSIBLE TO 
REACH AGREEMENT FAIRLY EASILY ON RESIDUAL RIGHTS IN THE ECONOMIC 
ZONE. DEEP SEABED MINING REMAINS THE MOST IMPORTANT SUBJECT FOR 
CHILE. AS THE DEPARTMENT IS AWARE, THE GOC IS STILL CONCERNED ABOUT 
EFFECT OF SUCH MINING ON CHILEAN COPPER PRODUCTION, AND FEARS 
THAT INVESTMENT WILL BE ATTRACTED TO NEW UNDERWATER VENTURES 
TO THE DETRIMENT OF INVESTMENT IN CHILE. 

4. COMMENT: ORREGO ORDINARILY COVERS COMMITTEE I SUBJECTS, 

PLUS THE CONTINENTAL SHELF FROM COMMITTEE II AGENDA. ZEGERS HAS THE 
REST OF COMMITTEE II, AND COMMITTEE III IS HANDLED BY OTHER 
GOC EXPERTS. ORREGO GAVE US THE IMPRESSION THAT HE AND ZEGERS 
WILL HAVE CONSIDERABLE LATITUDE IN GENEVA. WITHIN THE GENERAL 
FRAME OF THEIR NEGOTIATING INSTRUCTIONS. HE NOTED IN PARTICULAR 
THAT THE FOREIGN MINISTRY HAS LOST ITS LOS EXPERTISE, THAT 
THE NAVY IS SATISFIED WITH THE AGREED LANGUAGE ON STRAITS 
AND IS NOT SERIOUSLY INVOLVED IN OTHER ISSUES, AND THAT CHILEAN 
FISHING INTERESTS ALSO ARE NOT DEEPLY INVOLVED AT THE MOMENT. 

5. ORREGO AS A NEGOTIATOR HAS BEEN KNOWN TO TAKE A SUDDEN TACTICAL 
INITIATIVE THAT LEFT HIS INTERLOCUTORS PERPLEXED, BUT HE IS 
BASICALLY A SENSIBLE MAN WHO SHOULD DEFEND CHILE S INTERESTS IN 

A REASONABLE WAY. HE IS FULLY AWARE OF THE IMPORTANCE OF NEGOTIATING 
A LOS TREATY.AND UNDERSTANDS THAT ESSENTIAL US INTERESTS MUST 
BE PROTECTED IN IT.
